^ CD operation 

Repeat - press once to repeat the current 
track. Press twice to repeat all. 

Random - randomly plays tracks 

Program - program up to 30 tracks from a 
CD to play in any order, including repeating 
tracks. 


Your boombox will play disks in CD, CDR and 
CDRW formats. 



O Press PROG when the CD isn't playing. 


® Move to the first track to be saved and 
press PROG. 

® Repeat 2 for each track to be saved. 

© Press PLAY to start program. 

Cancel programming by either pressing 
STOP, opening CD door, or changing to the 
radio or tape player. 

Your CD player will not store a programming 
when you turn it off. 

Forward Skip - press once to skip to the next 
track. Press again to move forward another 
track. 


Reverse Skip - press once to return to the 
beginning of the current track. Press again to 
back up another track.

Connect the power cord stored in your 
boombox and wall outlet. Do not force into 
the outlet as the prongs only fit one way. 



with batteries 

O Open the hinged battery cover and insert 
six C alkaline or rechargeable batteries, 
matching the polarity symbols (+ -). 

® Close the battery cover. 





When you connect the power cord to an 
AC outlet, the batteries are automatically 
disconnected. 


• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. 

• Do not burn or bury batteries. 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix batteries of different sizes or 
chemistries. 


• if you do not plan to use your boombox 
for a week or more, remove the batteries. 
Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
damage electronic parts.

O With FUNCTION set to CD, load a cassette 
tape for recording into the cassette 
compartment. 



listening safely 


To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when 
you use earphones or headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you 
begin listening. After you begin listening, adjust the 
volume to a comfortable level. 


® Load a CD into the CD compartment and 
Press • on the cassette player. RECORD and 
PLAY lock down. 


• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. 
Extended high-volume listening can lead to 
permanent hearing loss. 


® Then Press ► PLAY/PAUSE II to play the 
CD. The cassette deck starts recording and 
the CD starts to play the first track. 

© To record on a track other than the first one, 
after you press RECORD, press ►MSKIP+ on 
the CD player until the desired track number 
appears on the display. The cassette player 
will record that track when the CD plays. 

To stop recording before the tape reaches 
the end, press STOP/EJECT on the cassette 
deck. 

recording from the radio 


• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over 
time, your ears adapt to the volume level, so a 
volume level that does not cause discomfort might 
still damage your hearing.

I can't find the power button. How do I turn off the boombox? 

The function switch moves power between the CD, Radio and cassette player. To turn off the radio, 
simply switch your boombox's function to CD or cassette. Simply stop playing the CD or cassette player 
to prevent battery drain. 


I have a CD loaded, but my player won't start. 

After ensuring the function switch is set to CD, make sure you have sufficient battery power or the 
power plug is fully inserted in the wall outlet. Next, make sure you have inserted the disk with the label 
side up. You might also remove and reseat the CD on the hub. Finally, clean your CD. 


Why is the sound dropping out? It keeps skipping. 

Several things could be causing your problem. First, clean your CD. If the problem continues, insert 
and play another CD. If the problem still continues, you could also have moisture on the lens. Let your 
boombox stay at room temperature for about an hour to allow time for moisture to evaporate. If you still 
experience skipping, take your boombox to your nearest RadioShack store. 


Last night I programmed how I wanted my CD to play, but today the program is gone. What happened? 

Your boombox does not have enough memory to store programming when you switch between devices 
or disks. 


My boombox sounds distorted and weak. What do I need to do? 

Check the battery icon on the display. If it shows a low power condition, replace your batteries.

Keep your boombox dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store your boombox only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle your 
boombox carefully; do not drop it. Keep your boombox 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 

care of CDs 

• Do not write on either side of the CD, particularly the 
non-label side (signals are read from the non-label 
side). 

• Do not store CDs in high temperature or high humidity 
areas. They might warp. 

• Keep CDs dry. A water drop can act as a lens and 
disrupt the laser beam's focus. 

• Always handle a CD by the edges to avoid fingerprints 
and always keep it in its protective case or sleeve when 
it is not in use. Fingerprints and scratches on the CD's 
surface can prevent the laser beam from correctly 
reading the digital information. If the CD gets scratched, 
use RadioShack's CD repair kit to repair the disc. 

• Never use chemicals such as record cleaning sprays, 
anti-static sprays or fluids, benzene, or thinner to clean 
your CDs. These chemicals will permanently damage 
the plastic surface of your CD.
